THE PHILIPPINES. REMP TRADE, 
To the Editor of the *Curwa Mar.’ 
HoxcKoru, 23th January, 1904 
Dean Stx,—With reference to your ro- 
macka reyarding the protest wade by 
England to the Unitod States on account of 
Hemp shipments from the Philippine 
Islands to the United Statcs boing imported 
in that country free of duty, it may interest 
some of your readers to know what hap- 


ened in the case of Cuba, 

Tho United states concluded with Cuba 
a reciprocity convention which contravened 
tho ‘most favoured treatment’ England 
had received from that Island whilo it wax 
atill a Spanish possession. Tho Associated 
Chambers of merco memoridlized the 
Foreign “Office urging that representation 
be mado ut Washington. In duo cours, 
the Associated Chambers of -Commerco 
received a reply from the Forvign Offico thn 
gist of which ie; ~-that representations 
had been mado to tho United States Govern- 
ment and that they had replied that the 
convention was based on tho prerogative 
of independent nations to onter into such 
compacts for their mutual benefit, and that 
the United States Government had re- 
poatedly maintained their right to make 
tariff arrangements with another State in- 
volving reciprocal concessionn which other 
nations would not be entitled to claim, in 
virtue of moat-fayoured-clauses in their 
treaties. 

Tho Philippine Islands ures - prosont as 
much a part of the United States as 
England is of tho British Empire, and, if 
the United States Government claim the 
promastive to enter into 4 spctial compict 
‘or mutunl benefic with an independent 
State, how much mure will they clsim it 
when the compact would bo with ono 
of their own colonies! But are we 
not in England trying to do the same? 
The Customs war between Canady and 
Germany is precisely ot the’samiv question, 
Canada claiming the right to giver Boeland 
a preferential treatment: I ayafraid the 
itippine Islands will before long import 
their Homp free of duty into America, that 
the Homp to America wif bo later carried 
only in American bottorns, and that unless 
Protection is adopted in England, Homp 
rope will in duo time be dumped there as
